Claim 22 (NEW) A double-barrelled firearm according to daim 19 charactoized in that the pump/handle/bi-pod 
unit includes:

(57) a recoil spring for steering block (50) unit,

Claim 23 (NEW) A double-barrelled firearm acconfing to daim 19 diaractoized in that the bi-pod unit alternate 
coddng lever (5 1) device includes a shaft (41) for coiq>ling the handle base block (39) of the pun^i/handle unit 
to the cocking rod unit (50X and a stub (53) arranged on said lever (SIX said stub ooopoadng with said shaft in 
orda- to ensure the deployment, assisted by the return spnag (54), or tf» retraction of said lever (51) following 
two blocks (39 & 50) splitting or merging. 



Claim 24 (NEW) A double-barrelled firearm according to claim 19 characterized in that the barrd distribution 
device be composed of a one-two-three position (left-neutral-rigjit) selector located on the central handle (2) 
under the trigger-guard in order to be permanently accessible by the middle finger, and of a single stem (26) 
int^ral with said selectin- including at its end a mechanism (foiii; loddng pin . . .) coqsoating with the breedi 
coddng shaft/rod (27) in order to &vour the switdiing of said rod towards the appmpnate breedi (14 ot IS) for 
its engagement simultaneously following said selector switdiing. 
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Claim 25 (NEW) A Double-bairdled firearm according to claim 19 charactefized in that the telescopic 
bayonet/flame mitigator device be composed of an opei tube, tapoied at one end, telescopic and sliding 
mounted around a barrd, including a spring arrester (65) cooperating with two arresting notches located on 
said barrel, one near the bedding (6) and the other at the end, respectively corresponding to the reiracted and 
extended poshion, said tube uichiding in addition openings (round, oval, rectangular...) (66) eventually 
harmonized with the bamd rifling are arranged at the drcumfaioice of the bayonet in such order that, when 
extoided, fbeiy act as a flame mitigator. 

Claim 26 (NEW) A Double^xirrelled body for a personal firearm acooidiiig to dafan 19 charaaoized in diat the 
shock absorber unit be coiiqx>sed of: 

a rm>il absorber piston (71) located in the baird axis at the bade and int^ral with the breech, 

a cylinder (72) for recoil absorber {nston (71) int^ral with the breedi (1 5) course abutment (81), 

a distribution/regulation floodgate (74) connected to: 

o a gas poit pipe (73) at the level ofthe piston head (82), 

o a gas driving pipe (73 twice) towards the recoil absoiber (72) cylinder, 

o a bleed pipe (79) opening onto the wei^n's extremity. 

o a return spring (78). 
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
